1. CHILEAN FOREIGN MINISTER VICE ADMIRAL PATRICIO CARVAJAL 
STOPPED BRIEELY IN LIMA ON JUNE 1 1 ON THE WAY TO GERNADA EOR THE 
OAS MEETING. PERUVIAN FOREIGN MINISTER JOSE DE LA PUENTE MET 
AND HELD TALKS WITH CARVAJAL FOR A TWO-HOUR PERIOD AT THE 
AIRPORT. AMONG TOPICS DISCUSSED WAS THE PROPOSED BOLIVIAN 
CORRIDOR TO THE SEA. 

2. IMMEDIATELY AFTER THE MEETING, DE LA PUENTE INFORMED REPORTERS 
THAT CHILE AND BOLIVIA WERE "REINITIATING" TALKS ON THE CORRIDOR 
QUESTION. HE SAID THAT IF THESE TALKS PROGRESS SATISFACTORILY 
PERU AND CHILE WILL CONSULT WITH ONE ANOTHER TO "SEE IN WHAT 
FORM COMPATIBLE WITH THE INTERESTS OF EACH OF THE THREE NATIONS 
INVOLVED IT MAY BE POSSIBLE TO FIND A SOLUTION TO THE PROBLEM." 

3. EOR HIS PART, CARBAJAL NOTED THE DIFFICULTY OF THE PROBLEM 
AND THE UNLIKELIHOOD OF A RAPID SOLUTION. "IT IS NECESSARY TO 
STUDY, TO TALK, TO CONSULT," HE TOLD REPORTERS, "IN ORDER TO 
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ARRIVE AT A SOLUTION. LOGICALLY, WE HAVE TO MAKE THIS CONSUL- 
TATION FIRST WITH BOLIVIA LATER, WHEN WE HAVE AN 

AGREEMENT IN PRINCIPLE, WE WILL SUBMIT IT TO PERU." 

4. COMMENT: FOLLOWING VISITS BY BOLIVIAN FOREIGN MINISTER OSCAR 
ADRIAZOLA TO PERU (JUNE 6-8) AND CHILE (JUNE 8-10), (REFTELS), 

PERU APPEARS TO ANTICIPATE THE NEED TO PREPARE FOR A NEW 
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INITIATIVE BY CHILE ON THE PROBLEM OF BOLIVIAN ACCESS TO THE 
SEA.
